Whereas, eliminatmg Columns’ residents from parking in certain areas of campus would make it easier for 
commuters to park quickly and make it to class on time. 


Whereas, safety is not an issue because the campus is a very safe place to walk during the daylight hours. 

Therefore let it be resolved, that University Columns parking sticker-clad vehicles be banned from parking 
in the following parking lots: PA 25 (the Sabine and Rapides Parking lots), PA 27 (the Teachers’ 
Education Center southern lot), PA 30 (the lot between Bienvenu Hall and Williamson Hall), PA 
SUW (the lot to the southwest of the Student Union), PA 19 (the lot to the east of St. Denis Hall), 
PA 18 (the lot in front of Bossier Hall), PA 15 and 15A (the Caspari Hall lots), PA 8 (the 
horseshoe lot between the police station and Morrison Hall), PA 7 (the lot to the east of 
Boozman), PA 5 (the lot between Vamado Hall and Boozman Hall), and PA 6 and 6A (the 
re m ai nin g Vamado lots). This ban will only be in effect from 8am-3pm, Monday through Friday. 

Therefore let it be further resolved , that the NSU police ticket only whatever is the current University 
Columns’ sticker.
